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One predoniinatiriB ifatmc I'loin 
•a American standpoint In the pres- 
ent European war Is tfte npfalmess 
of the great majorltf of the press of 
the country in discnasing conten- 
tions arising with the different con- 
tenders engaged. Afiy news anUg- 
oBlstic to Germany is featured, while 
any news unfavoralble to the others, 
and England especially, is published 
IB an obscure part pf the paper witli 
tenbtlng beadlines as an introduc- 
tion. Only recently six German sub- 
jects were removed from American 
ships In West India waters by a 
French cruisers with no reason given 
save that they were Oermans. This 
is in direct Eolation of the prin- 
ciples which the Uiiitcd States has 
always stood for, and In accordance 
with which It released the Confed- 
erate Coniralssloners Mason and 
Slidell. who were ' taken from a 
British vessel by a Federal cruiser 
during the civil war. Secretary of 
State I^ansinK cabled to the Ameri- 
can Ambassador a protest against 
the higb-handed seizure, but to date 
the daily papers above mentioned 
are not emphasizing that protest. 
During the different stages of our 
protest to (3ermany and Austria this 
f<aMie press went into hysterics at- 
tempting to arouio sentiment 
against those two countries. 

Now take England, : for example. 
In regard to the tying up of our ex- 
port and import trade. This Is an 
tnlustice to our merehants and busl- 
aees men and a blow to the country 
In general, but the pro-English press 

bi its nuad attaclcs on the Kaiser

Two glaring instances may be 
cited, although there are many oth- 
ers on record. In the Birkfeldt filter 
case the facts briefly stated are as 
follows: The clay which is used In 
the pro>^n'tlon of these filters la 
found only in Germany.

The ease hong fire for 
months, being 4eiay«d on one pre- 
test or ancfther. In the intenral 
there came ft lettep-from an English 
inanufacurer offering to supply the 
American flnn with ftton.tbr sclen- 
tlllo use, and elalming mpariority 
for his article orer the Birkfeldt one. 
This otter wa« foHowed by others 
from different British manufacturers, 
showing that Information about the 
order for the Birkfeldt filter had 
"leaked" and that the British manu- 
facturers were endeavoring to make 
nse of it to introdneo their goods 
Into this market. 

Another case Is that of an order 
for $l,n0O worth of glass scientific 
instruments for res.'arch work at the 
Rockefeller Institute. These goods, 
after much effort, were released. 
But the British Embassy added to 
the letter authorizing their liberation 
substantially this statement; "Sim- 
ilar goods may be bought as cheaply 
In England and it is confidently ex- 
pected that future orders for them 
will be [laced with British manufac- 
turers, which will avoid such dela^ 
as applicant has erperieneed." This 
was signed pji the BrttUh Amba»- 
ssdor. 

These and similar instances show 
that the 'nformatlon obtained from 
American importers is not held in 
confldenf^ b5 the British authorities. 

but In some way gets to manu- 
facturers and exporters, who use It 
to further their own trade. Not only 
has England practically killed the 
business of our importers from Qer- 
many and Austria but she has also 
stopped all exports from the United 
States to either of these belligerents. 
As a consequence neutral lines of 
Bfeaniers plying to Europe, rather 
than have their vessels held up. 
searched and cargoes confiscated, re- 
fuse to accept In this country any 
goods Intended for enemies of Great 
prltaln, and will not carry goods 
that are not rertifiod by tfte British 
Consuls In America. 

While Great 13rltaln Is suggesting 
to American merchants , that they 
shonid buy from British sources in- 
stead of from Germany or Austria, 
she is also restricting exports from 
the United States to neutral coun- 
tries to an extent that suggests that 
she is endeavoring to force Importers 
in nentral European countries to or- 
der American goods from British 
dealers, who in turn order them from 
America, and make a war profit on 
them. This has been charged re- 
peatedly, and there is confirmation 
of this charge in the rapid recovery 
of the BritMi re-export trade, whleh

After conducting relief work for 
several months in' Mexico, in re- 
sponse to an appeal from the people 
of that country, the American lied 
Cross has recently withdrawn at 
the reciuest of Gen. (^arranza. This 
reciuesf came just at a time when 
Increased reller funds were available 
from the American public, including 
a special appropriation from the 
RockefMler foundation. This re- 
quest came with assurance from the 
Mexican Government that adequate 
plans for the relief of suffering were 
being carried out and that the Red 
Cross was no longer needed. In the 
middle of October, when the Red 
Cross agent, Charles J. O'Connor, 
left Mexico City, however, he felt 
that the situation was, serious. He 
had found that the official record of 
burials in one cemetery in the early 
part of August gave starvation as 
the cause of 8 per cent, of the 
deaths. How the lack of food — with 
'li. 11. ip of typhus — has swelled the 
i.ite may be gathered from the 
ili:iilis in the Federal district. In 
early October the daily ntiinher of 
deaths was about 300 In a population 
(if about von. 000. TIio normal ntim- 
her used to l)e eighty-one, or a deatli 
rate of about forty. The death rate 
in early October was thus In the 
neighborhood of 1.50 to 1(10, or ten 
times that of New York City. 

Conservative estimates place the 
number of people living on charity 
In some form as at least 100,000. 
and probably as high as 200.000. 
Money of the Constitutionalist Gov- 
ernment was wortb.only a. small-part 
of Its face value, $16,000 being equal 
to about 91,000 of United States 
currency. A small loaf of bread 
sold for tl. * larger olaf for %2, and 
a cake of soap for $1. Tet wages 
were paid on substantially the old 
values — a laborer receiving about 
$1 a day. Industry was paralyzed 
and even where jobs could be had 
It was not surprising that men re- 
fused to work at such a wage. The 
foresight of Amerlenns and other 
foreigners had led them to buy largi> 
supplies of corn and beans last 
January. These they used for their 
families and employes, selling small 
quantities to (he latter at a low 
price. But for this forehanded 
action many office clerks, store sales- 
men and factory operatives would 
have starved. Some employers kept 
their employes on their pay rolls at 
much sacrifice. 

When the Red Cross agent went 
from Vera Cms to Mexico City It 
was some weeks before supplies 
could be brought in because of the 
fighting llaes around the city. For 
the early Red Cross relief $18,000 
was available. With a large part of 
this money a supply of "chick pea" 
was purchased. This vegetable is 
not eaten very much in Mexico, but 
Is exported to Spain, where it is 
known as garbanzza. With this sup- 
ply, which the owner had not been 
able to export, and with some meat 
and vegetables, a soup was prepared 
for distribution through eight sta- 
tions in various parts of the '-ity and 
four In the subtirbs. About r.n.OOO 
liters of soup were distributed daily 
to I."), 000 families. 

From all groups in the community 
the Red Cross received splendid co- 
operation. As many as 1,000 volun- 
teer Investigators from clubs, 
churches, th.^ foreign colonies atid 
various sorts of oriianizatlona ren- 
dered efficient service. The applica- 
tions of about 27,000 families were 
approved and about 14,000 applica- 
tions were pending. It Is estimated 
that probably 150.000 people needed 
relief. Such a number could have 
been kept alive for from $80,000 
to $40,000 a month. Cordial rela- 
tions were early established with the 
International Charity Committee, or- 
ganized by foreign residents repre- 
senting seventeen nationalities. The 
method of this committee was to sell 
food at low cost, but it had difficulty 
in obtaining supplies. It was asked 
by the Constitutionalist Government 
to discontinue the work about, the 
time the request was made to the 
Red Cross. 

The relief work of the Me.xlcan 
Government was well planned, but It 
was not adeiiuately supported. It 
provided, among other things, for 
the sale of food at low prices from 
Government stores. For iack of sup- 
plies these sometimes closed, how- 
ever, within a few days after they 
opened or had for sale only part tit 
the articles advertised. Moreover 
the poor often did not have the 
money to buy oven at the low prfcs. 
At the time of the reqaest to with- 
draw, the Red Cross, after a period 
of uncertainty as «a whether funds 
would be supplied by the American 
people, was planning a renewal of its 
work on a large scale. The with- 
drawal necessitated the abandonment 
of the sonp stations, except in a few 
cases where neighborhood commit- 
tees took them over. The poor crops

SOLUTION WILL BENEFIT WORLD 



Not the least of the inipoitant 
problems which Europe must en- 
deavor to solve at the conclusion of 
the present conflict is the \ ital and 
iinpeiatixe Roman question. The 
ii'atter el the independence of the 
Holy .See can .scarcely be evaded. 
Whether they will or not, the con- 
ference of the powers will almost 
certainly have to concern them- 
selves with this unsettled problem, 
the proper solution of which will 
not only mean benefit for the 
church but the welfare of Europe 
as well. A number of continental 
law experts, especially Filippo Cris- 
opltl In Italv, liave sliown of late 
how untenalile the break-down of 
the law of guarantees has made the 
present situation. TRe present 
Pontiff, because of the many press- 
ing necessities oC the time, has 
wisely refrained from pushing for- 
ward this matter iuntil the proper 
moment will arriHe for its consid- 
eration. At the ahme time he h:i< 
not departed one tota from the his- 
toric position of hiB predecessors. In 
fact it is most Inteiestlng to note 
how harmoniously his views accord 
with those of the beloved I'ius and 
bow this policy In turn coincides 
with the unmistakable position of 
Leo ZUI. 

A-JMHyUiStervf^wH in tl\e Vienna 
Relchspost, the great Catholic pa- 
per of Austila, with one of the 
prominent Cardinals who hao 
worked in tlie Roman Curia under 
the late Pontiff, gives us an inter- 
esting insight into the attitude of 
Plus X. on the question. It shows 
us, too, in a surprising manner bow 
keenly the great church reformer 
understood the situation in Eunnte. 
As Patriarch of Venice, the then 
Cardinal SartOt ia the course of 
several festlvftlss, had occasion to 
come Into contact with members of 
the Italian royal family, which fact 
at tlie time of his elevation to the 
I'ontificate gave rise to the rumor 
that the Pope would seek closer re- 
lations with the Quirinal. Time 
proved how absolutely mistaken this 
Idea had been, for though Pius did 
not insist upon an immediate con- 
clusion of the Irritating situation, 
he did not fail to let it be known 
as to bis view.'-- on the matter. 

"Pitts X.", as liis former assistant 
in the Curia tells the Relchspost, 
"was far removed from minimizing 
the Roman question in the midst 
of the religious labors of his Pon- 
tificate. Much to the contraiy, he 
concerned himself very intensely 
with the question ot the complete 
independence of the Holy See. As 
If he had had a presentiment of the 
war troubles of the ensuing years, 
the Pope ever greatly feared that 
the law of guarantees would In the 
decisive moment show Itself Inap- 
propriate and worthless. At the 
same time, Pius X, was well aware 
of the fact that the 'how' of the 
solution of the Roman question was 
veiled in great darkness. The Pope's 
hope of a solution did not rest on 
theoretical propositions nor on 
diplomatic deliberations on interna- 
tional contracts. Plus X. declared 
that in spite of the present uncer- 
tainty the solution of the Roman 
question would come automatically 
as a work of Divine Providence, In 
a way that would render insignifi- 
cant all previous atteubts at a solu- 
tion." 

Thus is reveal^ the singular 
foresight of the Pope who was 
sneerlngly declared to be of the 
poorest of diplomats. It stands 

forth in striking contrast to the rtiin 
and chaos which the great states- 
men of Europe have brought upon 
themselves. That it forms the basis 
of the present Papal policy Is in- 
deed encouraging. In bis expressions 
on the situation last June, the Papal 
Secretary of State, Cardinal Gasparl, 
practically re-echoed the thoughts of 
Pius X. The Pope, he told us, 
"thinks first of the miseries of the 
peoples of Europe and then of him- 
self." In lii.s role of peace-maker 
the Pope could not In the very be- 
ginning outline a definite pro- 
gramme In regard to the solution of 
the question without unduly an- 
ticipating the course of events and 
the designs of Divine Providence. 
Nat at all has he thonght of the 
Indefinite postponement of the mat- 
ter. In due time can we hope to 
see the Papal attitude firmly an- 
nou?i<f-d. and we ran al.so to some 
degree believe that that attitude 
will be the final one adopted by the 
Powers of Europe, C. H. of C. V.

The Bull Moose strength which 
has floated back Into the Republi- 
can ranks Is openly espousing the 
Rough Rider's cause, and witli tliis 
as an asset it Is most probable that 
he is the strongest man from an In- 
dividual standpoint, and Just as 
stated above, if the same la not 
realized by the different contenders 
Roosevelt Is assured of success.

There has 
never been a like case, so to speak, 
the German-Americans believing 
that they have been wronged as a 
people by the President during the 
European war controversy, and it 
can be taken for granted that tliey 
will vote more as a unit than at any 
other time in their history. Then 
again the Wilson policy in Mexteu 
tias been an unpopular one. *''<» rec- 
ognition of Carranza being a griev- 
ous mistake, and that this is true is 
seen in the attitude of Roosevelt, 
who, always ready to take the pop- 
ular side of an Issue, has already 
widely advertised his disapproval of 
(he administration's Mexican policy. 

Rut summing it all up, and unless 
there is a miraculous change In the 
opinions nf tlie leaders. Wilson will 
atrain be the nominee of the Demo- 
criits, and In all probability Roose- 
velt win carry the Republican stand- 
ard. This will divide the German- 
American vote, as both eandldates 
will be unfavorable from their 
point of view and the lasoe then be- 
fore the American people will he 
"war or peace." with ths latter an 
odds-on favorite. Insuring Wilson's 
election In November. 

Roosevelt's position was aptly 
stated by the late Honey-Boy Evans, 
the minstrel man, in which he told 
his audience "that if Roosevelt was 
President the war would done be 
over," and after a panse he would 
add "over here."

CONVKimON OF IRISH RACE. 

Joseph McLaughlin, ot Philadel- 
phia, National President of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, and 
Robert E. Ford, of New York, pub- 
lisher ot the Irish World, are the 
signatures to a ler.gthy call sent out 
to Irish organizai.. ins In the United 
.States to attend a national conven- 
tion, the date for which has not 
yet been set. One paragraph from 
the call explains the object of the 
convention: "An atrocious war of 
intimidation is now progressing in 
Great Britain and Ireland with all 
the old fury and all the ancient 
cruelty. The slanders and sneers 
of the English are revived aud flung 
In the faces of the helpless people, 
and the intolerance and bigotry 
which placed the stigma of in- 
feriority upon our race before the 
public opinion of the world is again 
being flaunted insultingly." Repre- 
sentatives are asked from dhislons 
of the A. O. H., clubs of the Clan- 
na-Gael, 'branches of tho- United 
Irish League, Irish historical socle- 
ties, Irish National Foresters, etc. 
The call says "there Is more need 
now for a congress of the race than 
at any time since the Land League 
movement was inaugurated," 



Legislation will not solve the 
moving picture problem on the edu- 
cational side. It will simply help 
in the solution of one-third of the 
problem. The moving picture 
problem consists of three parts: 
First, keeping out from exhibition 
all immoral pictures and pictures 
wliich incite to crime; second, keep- 
ing from children of an impression* 
able age pictures harmful to them 
by forming wrong ideals but not 
particularly harmful to adults; 
third, prsvsntlag the excessive use 
of the moving picture as a type of 
amusement for growing children. 
Legislation providing for local 
boards ot censoiship will lielp solve 
the first part of the problem by in- 
suring National Hoard cut-outs by 
making cut-outs in feature films not 
bandied by National Board, and by 
carrying out local ideas on the 
moral values of the pictures. 

The conditions of the moving pic- 
ture business must be remembered. 
The attendance of moving picture 
shows is a big thing for the ehll- 
dren, but the attendance of children 
is a small item in moving picture 
business. Investigation in several 
cities has shown that week In and 
week out the attendance of children 
under fourteen \ears of age is only 
about 20 per cent, out of a total at- 
tendance of all classes of moving 
picture houses. It is of course 
higher in a so-called neighborhood 
picture house than in a down-town 
picture house. Now we can not ex- 
pect moving picture men to run 
their business for the benefit of 
onerflftl) of their, patrons, althaugh. 
the attendance of that one-flfth, 
since they are children, may be the, 
most important part to sbetety, 
owing to the influence on ehar> 
arter. The problem Is to prevent 
children from seeing pictures which 
are mushy or which present wrong 
Ideals of action. 

There are three solutions of this 
problem. First, children's days may 
be arranged In moving picture 
shows — ^possibly on Friday after- 
noons and evenings, if children are 
permitted to attend in the evening; 
The programmes may be picked ont 
by some one selected by the school 
board. Moving picture men are geop 
erally ready to co-operate In this, 
just as an advertising plan. Tb» 
teAdency of such special days Is to 
Imnch the attendance of the chil- 
dren on the days when these pro- 
grammes come. It will not of course 
keep children away (it other times. 
Its advantage ia that it can be car- 
ried out without a considerable cost 
of special installation of moving 
picture apparatus in school build- / 
ings. 

A second method Is to prepare 

and have published in the papers 
a white list of films appearing each 
day. By failing to mention bad 
films no advertiseiiieiii is given to 
them. The shortcomings of ihls 
r.ietiiod is that good lilms may be 
mixed in with bad ones. 

A third solution is by the intro- 
duction of moving picture apparatus 
Into schools and churches with spe- 
cial programmes of pictures selected 
with care for their Interest and 
wholesomenesB. This gives com- 
plete control of the programme. It 
would tend to draw children away 
from moving picture houses, - al- 
though It would not prevent th4S 
attending regular houses and tihoU-* 
sands would go every week as be- 
fore. It woul<l meet more opposi- 
tion from the proprietor of the 
sniull moving picture bouses, who 
could not afford to lose any consid- 
erable portion of even one-flfth of 
their patronage. The managers of 
the big houses frequently co-operate 
in enforcing laws keeping children 
out after certain hours and might 
co-operate in such competitive Wm 
exhibitions, for the simple reason 
that the attendance of children is 
not a large item. 

A third educational difficulty and 
a very important one in the use ot 
moving pictures with children is 
that it leads to an excessive use of 
the passive forms of recreation. 
Character Is not built chiefly b\ sit- 
ting and watching things. Ciiarac- 
ter is a bundle of habits and is 
formed by doing things. Just as 
Instruction Is not the whole of edu- 
cation, so the passive forms of reo- 
reation should not be a predominant 
part in child life. The solution of 
this Is the building up of an ade- 
quate rei reation system, which Will 
furnish other forms of more aottve 
recreation whidi will more geB< 
erally influence ciiaracter.

President Wilson's course in deal- 
. ing with the countries now at war 
oas not pleased many In his own 
party. There are signs of stronc 
opposition developing in Congre8.s. 
and to what lengths It may lead 
before the next election can be only 
vaguely conjectured. That the 
American people will hold the Presi- 
dent to "strict accountability" for 
the course he has pursued in dealing 
with the Buropean belligereats Is 
the prediction of a number of Sen- 
ators, Democrats as well as Repuh- 
llcans, who are preparing to submit 
to the country an analysis of the 
results of the administration's for- 
eign policy. The Seaators who are 
planning a vigorous attack on the 
President's foielpn policy Include 
these two counts in their Indict- 
ment: f f 
President Wilson has (ailed to 
stop British depredations upon 
Amerlian com iikmcc and has toler- 
ated lintish violations of Interna- 
tional lau ami lii'itish breach of 
American neutrality to an extent 
that brands his administration as 
pro^ritlsh. 

Although all the beligerents are 
Ignoring International law, be has 
slneled out the Teutonic empires 
^t^hold to "strict accountabUlty," 
' with the result of Impairing present 
and future relations with those 
countries, and has pursued a course 
which has not prevented the sacri 
flee of 160 'American IlVae np to 
date. 

According to these critics of the 
administration the President Is en- 
titled to no credit for "keeping this 
eoiuitiy out of war," tor it Is evi- 
dent that the last thing desired by 
Qermany and Austria is trouble with 
the Tnited States. 

Of course, it is easy to understand 
the source of these critlolnns. For 
many months President Wilson's 
course has been severely criticised 
by those v/hose symp;itl!h-- incline 
toward Germany. The President 
and his friends ngure that this op- 
position will be offset by gains 
among those who dislike Qermany. 
At any rate, opines the True Voice 
there Is likely to bp a great defec- 
tion from party lines in the next 
election. Who will benefit by the 
changes of party alleglanee remains 
to be seen. President Wilson will 
nave a thorny road to travel during 
the next few months. 



I'nlted States. Two views have been 
prominently put forth. According to 
one notion labor will be so scarce 
and wages so high in Burope that 
few will want to come to America 
at the close of the war. The other 
view has It that men wil come In 
thousands to escape the crushing 
burdens of taxation that the war 
must bring in Its train. The Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the I'nlted 
States, which includes leading busi- 
ness men and business associations 
from every section of the country, 
is going to try out a plan for get- 
ting real information concerning 
post-bellnm ininilgration, instead of 
relying on speculations as to what 
may come to pas*. The plan seems 
to have been suggested hy the pas- 
senger traffic manager of the Lack- 
awanna railroad. It is the experi- 
ence of his company that about one- 
half the Immigrants coming Into Its 
territory have had their transporta- 
tion paid for by relatives in this 
country. If that Is a fair assump- 
tion an inquiry in America in the 
right quarters would Indicate wheth- 
er a large immigration movement 
is now preparing or not. Railroad 
ticket agents and steamship agents 
are in a specially favorable position 
to get information of the kind need- 
ed and so it is proposed to gather 
from such agents throughout the 
country answers to these and sim- 
ilar (luestions: Is money being 
saved now to buy transportation for 
possible European Immigrants? Do 
the letters from the belligerent na- 
tions received in your section indi- 
cate an unusual Interest In America? 
Of those who talk of coming, are 
farmers or artisans predominant? 
Are many going to Burope to look 
after relatives? It la conceivable 
that a comprehensive Inquiry of the 
kind proposed may throw a great 
deal of light on the problem of 
after-the-war Imialgratlon.

XV. Knows Not Natlmial 
Boimd»rtea. 



TIOUGUTFUL MEN WONDERING 



Now that the year of ini5 has 
pa.s.sed into history, thoughtful men 
are wondering if Pope Benedict 
XV. will succeed in bringing peace 
to the warring nations of Europe 
during 1916. When one considers 
the position of the Pope in the 
world today it is not rarpriitng that 
people of all nationalities are look- 
ing to him as the possible peace- 
maker of Europe. The powers ex- 
ercised by the successor of St. Peter 
belotis to the office he holds. For 
him national boundaries «o not ex- 
ist. He is at home in all countries. 
He is neither pro-German, nor pro- 
French, nor pro-Russian, nor pro- 
.\ustrian, nor pro-Belgian. And It 
is for this reason that of all the 
neutral monarch* Benedict XV. is 
the only one who has already been 
able to exerclae a powertnl and 
beneflcient inflaence on the belig- 
erent nations 

It is true that the Pope's appeal 
for peace on the anni\ iM sai > of th 
war has kd lar met with no prac 
tical result!!, but it has wo feel sure 
touched a re.>;ponsive chord In the 
hearts of suffering millions who are 
praying daily to Ood to put an end 
to this abominable eoofllct. ^r all 
ddes have had profound lesson 
and no matter how defiant thei 
words, they must be longing for 
some way out, with honor if not 
with victory. The saintly life of 
Plus X. was cut short by prief at 
the fratricidal struggle that liad just 
hurst forth in Kurope, and Henedic 
XV,, who succeeded him, took th 
suffering world to his paternal heart 
and resolved to devote his whole 
life to the arduou work of recon 
dilation. "Tumins," he says, 
f'-arful glance at the blood-stained 
battlefielda, we felt the anguish of 
a father who sees his homestead 
devastated and in ruins before the 
fury or the hurricane. And think 
Ing with unspeakable regret of ou 
young sons who were being mown 
down by the thousands, we opened 
our heart, enlarged by the charity 
of Chrlat, to lall the crushing sorrow 
of the mofhen and of the wires 
made wIdowS before their time and 
to all the Uicpasolable laments of 
(lie little ones so early bereft of 
lather's care- Sharing In llie anx- 
ious fears of innumerable families, 
Bnd fully conscious of the impera- 
tive duties imposed on us by the 
sublime mission of pease and love 
entrusted to our care in the days of 
so much sadness, we conceived at 
once the firm purpose of coacentrat- 
iug all our enrgy and all onr power 
to the reconciling of the peoples at 

war." 

And so the Pope appeals to the 
Powers to put an end to the hor 
rible slaughter that is dishouorin 
lOurope. It is the blood of broth 
ers that is being poured out on land 
and sea. He says: "The most beau 
tifnl regions of Europe, this garden 
of the world, are being sown with 
corpses and with ruin. There where 
but a short time ago flonrlshed the 
Industry of manufacturers and the 
Irutiful labors of the field BO# 
thunders itarfully the cannon, and 
ill its destructive fury it spares 
neither villa ce nor city, but spreads 
everywhere havoc and death 

The Pope appeals to the sent! 
meat of nationality. What will 
victorious nation gain by the an 
nexatoin of territory, by an access 
of unwilling populations? Nothing 
but a legacy of discontent and mis 
ly Wliat has happened so often 
before will happen again in en 
larged measure, for as the Holy 
Father goes on to point out most 
tvuly, nations do not die; humbled 
and oppressed, they chafe under the 
yoke from generation to generation 
mournful heritage of hatred and 
vendetta. Is there to be no hope 
of reconciliation and peace until 
this miserable struggle, which has 
set the world running red with 
human blood, is fought out to the 
bitter end and each side is con 
strained to lay down Its arms 
through sheer exhatistion? Blessed 
be he who first extends the olive 
branch, cries the Father of Christen 
dom, and tenders bis hand to the 
enemy in offering his reasonable 
conditions of peace. 

Peace can not be brought about 
In a day, but the voioe of the Su- 
preme Pontiff has gone unheeded, 
for we know that th'e warring na 
tions that seventeen vears ago 
would not admit to their abortive 
peace conference at the Hague a 
representative ftf the Holv- See are 
now sensitive of the moral Influ 
ence of the Holy Father. Some of 
them, like England and Holland, 
which had no rep r ssan ta tlTB at the 
Vatican, have now envoys there to 
facilitate intercourse between the 
Pope and the governments they rep- 
resent. Historians record many in- 
Rtanoes in the course of centuries in 
which the Pope has used his good 
offices as arbitrator and mediator 
end It is not unlikely that Bene- 
dict's will be the hand that will 
eventually restore the blessing of 
peace in Europe. In his "Contribu- 
tions to the History of the Origin 
of the Great 'War" M. B. Valter. a 
Protestant writer in Holland, says: 
"There is only one power standing 
without and above the parties (to 
the struggle of nations) and en- 
titled by its moral position to inter- 
fere. When it thinks the opportune 
moment has come this power will 
undoubtedly do soT This power is 
His Holiness the Pope. All those 
who love peace for itself, be they 
Protestants, like the author, or 



tiisinterested party to the questions 
at issue. The influence of the Holy 
Father knows no national boundar- 
ies and is strong in England also. 
His great spiritual prestige must 
be conceded by all countries. Hence 
the appointment of a Dutch Am- 
bassador to the. Vatican is not only 
the fulfilling of a long-neglected, 
great and ideal duty toward the 
Catholic fellow citizen, but also, un- 
der existing circumstances, an act 
of peace and wisdom, not to say a 
meeting of an argent demaa'd of the 

times,"
